To prepare thie testy dish. cook 
one pound of hamburger with a 
minced onion In a skillet until the 
meat loses He red color. Add two 
cups of thinly sliced celery and ons 
and one-half cups of hot water. 
Hrtng to a boil, then cover and 
simmer for IO minutes. 
Add a cen of mixed t'hlnese vege­ 
tables. Blend two tablespoons of 
cornstarch with cold w ater and add 
to hot mixture. Cook until slightly 
thickened, stirring constantly. Add 
a tablespoon of soy sauce, then ar­ 
range around a mound of hot cooked 
rice. 
For your salad. *e!*»rt a small, 
Arm head of cabbage. Cut Into halvea 
and slice from the cut edges with 
a sharp knife. Fold Into one pack­ 
age of lemon gelatine, made as di­ 
rected on the package, ('hill and 
unmold. 
An alway* popular light dessert 
la plain baked custard. Scald two 
cups of milk and mix with three 
eggs, four tablespoons of sugar, a 
dash of salt and one-half teaspoon 
of vanilla. Pour into custard cups 
or a baking dish. Set In a pan of 
hot wafer and poach In a slow (30(1 
degrees) oven until Arm. A knife 
run through the re n ter will come 
oui clean when custard la cooked.
